ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A database system includes a plurality of storage modules, with a first storage 
module storing rows of a first table and a second storage module storing rows of a second 
table, and a plurality of access modules adapted to manage access of respective storage 
5 modules. A first access module corresponds to the first storage module, and a second 
access module corresponds to the second storage module. The first access module is 
adapted to distribute rows of the first table to the second access module in response to a 
join request, and the first access module is adapted to further distribute row identifiers 
with the distributed rows. The distributed rows contain one or more columns that are part 
10 of one or more join conditions of the join request, but does not contain one or more 
columns that are in a specified result list of the join request or that are part of a 
subsequent operation specified in the join request. 
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
